Karachi, Mar. 3]. 
Pakistan announced tonight that she 
is willing to co-operate with the United 
States in securing peace in the Middle 
East, to which she is already committed 
as a member of the Bagdad Pact. — 


The announcement was. made 
in a joint communique Issued at 
the end of talks between 
Pakistani Ieaders and Mr James 
P, Richards, President Elsen- 
hower's sptclal envoy, who has 
been touring the Middle East to 
explain the Eisenhower doctrine, 


It suid Pakistan had suggested 
certain economic and military 
projecte as worthy of ald under 
the doctrine, and Mr Richards 
had agreed to the provision of 
Amertean aid in both flelde, 


STRENGTHEN NATIONS 


The communique sald in part: 

“It was emphasistg by Am- 
bussador Richards that the 
United States Middle Fast 
policy docs not wish to establish 
any sphere of Influence in the 
Middle East. 


“It does not eeck to fill any 
bower vatuum in the region 
nor does it aim at securing 
military bases, United States 
pollcy is solely desi; to 
streagthen the netions of the arca 
so they can maintain their in- 
dopendence and territorial In- 
tegrity, 


“It was noted that Commun- 
lst imperialism, through overt 
tggression or intemal subver- 
slon, constitutes a direct threat 
fo the national irations of 
the peoples of the Middle East. 


“In reiterating its endorse- 
ment of the American doctrine 
the Governmont of Pakistan 
have expressed wililngnesa to 
co-opcrate with the United 
States Government in securing 
the peace of the Middle East to 
which Pakistan Is already com- 
mitted as a member of the 
Bagdad Pact.

Twenty-three rati- 
fications are nceded for the 
Agency to become operative. 


June Deadline 


Officials emphasised that these 
28 ratifications must be deposited 
with the United States, the 
nation selected for that pur- 
pose, by June 19 at the latest if 
the meeting is to be held on 
schedule, The Agency's Board 
of Govemors must be appointed 
GO days in advance of tho 
general meeting. 

To dato only three nations, 
the Soviet Union, Egypt and 
Guatemala, have = rati the 
Agency charter, But US als 

d@ other Iron Curtain coun- 
tries, notably Poland and 
Czechoslovakia who are in- 
povtant uranium supplicrs, could 
ratify “at the push of 1 button.”

Deflation Replaces I 


| US Government's Policy |

Indicates: A Counter To 
Deflationary Dangers

Fears about inflation in the United States subsided a bit 
last week. Instead experts were taking a new look at some o 
the deflationary aspects of the economy. 

These included the following: 

1. Continued layoffs in auto, appliance and equipment industries. 


2. Further easing of steel production to new lows for the year for 
the fourth consecutive weekly decline. 


3. Signs that expected spring pickup in auto sales may not 


materialise. 


4. Sluggishness in market prices as investors continue to show 
more caution than some businessmen. 


Ford Motor Company disclosed 
plans to lay off 1,700 | of its 
workers in its St Louls Assembly, 
plant on April 1, along smaller 
cutbacks in plants in New Jer- 
soy and California. Gencral 
Electrics’ heavy equinment plant

Steel Output 


Stecl output was scheduled 
ot 92 per cent of rated capacity 
this past week, quite a drop 
from the year’s peak hit in the 
week beginning Feb, 18, when 
the rate was ot 97.8 per cent 
of rated capacity. Although 
steol output to date this year Is 
still slightly ahead of the year- 
ago pace, the trend in 1956 was 
upward, in sharp contrast to 
the current downward moye. 
Steel leaders ore openly dis- 
appointed at the failure of the 
logging outo industry’ to get 
back into the market to re- 
plenish their inventories. Some 
auto mukers now have about 
two or three weeks’ supply on 
hand, compared with a supply 
level of 30 to 45 days carried 
normally. Many are wondering, 
therefore, whether the auto in- 
dustry will ever get back into 
the “market for cold-rolled 
sheets and other steel products 
which make up the bulk of the 
industries’ stecl requirements. 
Backgrounding this pessimistic 
note Is the failure of the spring 
sales plekup to market's ap- 
penrance. Some car dealers, 
notably Ford and Chrysler have 
shown considerable —improve- 
ment but the Industry in 
general has not fared too well. 
Sales, during Jan.-Feb. are off 
by five per cent. Auto output 
so far this year has been ut o 
rate of 000,000 cars a month, 
slightly better than the year- 
ago pace. This would be equal 
to an output of 7.2 milllon on 
an annual basis. Ward's Auto- 
motive reports estimates that 
the industry planned to turn 
out 4.6 fewer cars in the second 
quarter this year than in the 
Jan./March quarter. Now It 
Jooks os if production schedules 
will be 11 per cent lowor than 
in the first quarter, The revised 
production estimate “stems from 
failure so far of the spring 
sales upsurge to materialise,” 
according to Wards.
